and liar" any man who charged 
him (Maverick) with being a com- 
munist. 


Only a few minutes before Ruch-

charging that Maverick was "The 
"No. i Communist of Texas," 


Maverick, 
confronting 
Rucker, 


shouting "there is nothing worse 
than being called a communist un- 
less it is being called a Nazi."

BRITISH HOPES OF MOLLIFY- 


ING ITALIAN BIOCKADE 


BITTERNESS FAILS

ROME, May 27.— (#»)— Italy ap- 


peared today to bo speeding along 
the road to war despite British 
hopes of mollifying Italian bitter- 
ness against the allied blockade. 


British asserted Italy had pro- 


posed "a very satisfactory basis" 
for a contraband agreement but 
this brought 
no Immediate sign 


of relaxation of preperations of 
the Italian military machine or 
dimming of the popular spirit for 
intervention. 


(In London It was said that a 


plan for Italian ships to carry 
only cargoes 
covered 
by 
navi- 


certs was the basis of the pro- 
posed British-Italian agreement on 
contraband control, A navicert is 
a paper certifying the nature of 
a cargo and approved by a Brit- 
ish official.

Sir Wilfrid Green's return to Lon- 
don today from Rome, the plan 
"would ease the way to a reason- 
able agreement regarding opera- 
tion of control.) 


Most Italians believed any re- 


laxation of the contraband control

PRESIDENT APPEALS 
FOR NATIONAL UNITY; 


WILD FEAR DECRIED 


ROOSEVELT TELLS PEOPLE 
NATION BETTER PREPARED 
FOR DEFENSE THAN EVER 


(By The Associated Tress) 
WASHINGTON, May 27. 


—(/P)—in a solemn appeal 
for national unity, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt coupled a 
pledge of military security 
last night with a warning 
against trojan horse treach- 
ery 
and 
the 
"undiluted 


poison" of foreign-sponsored dis- 
sension. 


Calling for an end to fear, Il- 


lusion and calamity-howling, the 
chief executive said in his four- 
teenth radio "fireside chat" that 
American 
defense 
forces 
would 


be built up "to whatever heights 
the future may require." 


He denied charges 
of 
critics 


that money spent for the army 
and navy in the last few years 
had "gone down the rat-hole." In- 
stead, he said; 


"This money has been used to 


make our army and navy today 
the 
largest, 
the 
best 
equipped, 


and the best 
trained peacetime 


military establishment in the his- 
tory of this country." 


After declaring that nothing In 


the 
present 
emergency 
justified 


breakdown or cancellation of "any 
of the great social gains" under 
the new deal, Mr. Roosevelt as- 
serted that "today's threat to our 
national security Is not a matter 
of military weapons alone." 


"We must deal vigorously," he 


said, with "spies, saboteurs and 
traitors." The new technique of 
weakening a nation at Its roots, 
he continued, is discord aimed at 
creating 
"confusion 
of 
counsel, 


public indecision, political para- 
lysis and, eventually, a state of 
panic." 


Little Group Haired. 


"Campaigns 
of group hatred or 


class struggle have never mado 
much headway among us, and are 
not 
making 
headway now," 
he 


said. "But new forces are being 
unleashed," 
deliberately planned 


propagandas to divide and weak- 
en us in the face of danger as 
other nations have been weakened 
before. 


"These dividing forces are un- 


diluted poison. They must not be 
allowed 
to 
spread 
In the new 


world as they have In the old." 


The President 
said 
that "the 


past two weeks have meant the 
shattering of many illusions" for

BERLIN, May 27. 


Sudden blows by swarms of 
warplanes and high-speed 
torpedo boats paced Nazi 
attempts today to score a 
quick knockout in the bat- 
tle for the English channel. 


While 
German ground 


forces broke deeply through tho 
Flanders 
battle 
line 
almost 
to 


Ypres in a "squeeze" to split tho 
encircled allied forces In Belgium 
and Northern France, the high com- 
mand said, warplanes loft the wa- 
terfront of Dunkerque In flames 
and tho mosquito-like torpedo boats 
stung the Allies in raids along the 
channel coast. 


The high command credited tho 


speedboats with a daring feat in en- 
tering Ostend harbor where, it said, 
one of them sank a British de- 
stroyer. Another was said to have 
sunk an Allied submarine off Hel- 
der, once a Dutch naval base. 


The German forces evidently had 
two objectives: 


1. To dominate the whole French 
coast of the English channel—po- 
tential springboard for a direct as- 
sault on England; 


2. To cut in two the trapped Al- 


lied armies before champing down 
the' stranglehold whlcK they are 
confident will mean death or sur- 
render of some 1,000,000 French, 
Belgian and British soldiers in the 
battle of Flanders and Artois. 


Both sides appeared to be pour- 


ing all their available resources 
into the battle. Among extraordin- 
ary results was the high command's 
report that guns of a German tank 
had set fire to an Allied destroyer 
in tho channel port of Boulogne. 


Expect to Close Sack 
Nazis expected German troops In 


the northern fighting area from St. 
Omer eastward and from Courtrai 
northwestward near Ypres quickly 
to close the narrow opening of the 
sack in which the Allies are caught 
and boasted that "we are now In a 
position to determine tho temper 
of the war," 


The new gains, it was said, have 


further hemmed in allied troops 
in the Artoir region.

ed pushing northward from Calais
